JELLICO, Tenn., July 7 (AP).— 
At least 17 persons, al] but two 
of them soldiers, were killed last 
night when a troop train plunged 


into a 50-foot gorge of the Clear 
river 11 miles south of here. 

Dr. E. P. Muncy, resident phy- 
sician of Knoxvilte’s general hos- 
pital, said the number of deaths 
probably would exceed 40. 

The locomotive and four cars 
were piled at the ravine’s bottom, 
and a fifth hung over the precipi- 
tous edge, where it left the Louis- 
ville and Nashville Railroad 
tracks. 

One soldier, identified by Army 
Public Relations as Pvt, Leonard 
Battag of Evanston, Ill., was still 
pinned in the bottom of a wrecked 
‘car 12 hours after the crash, with 
four dead men piled on him. He 
regained consciousness and talked 
with rescuers as acetylene torch- 
es cut through twisted steel near- 
by. The youth, in the Army only 
13 days, asked a doctor if he was 
in a plane, 

“It sure looks like it,” he said. 
“This is a lot better hole than on 
that train.”

Capt. Kilburn Brown, Army 
public relations officer, said iden- 
tification of the dead was pro- 
ceeding slowly. He explained most 
of the soldiers either had been 
in their berths at the time of the 
crash, or were in the wash rooms, 
preparing for bed. The crash 
tossed personal belongings to- 
gether, and in some cases caused 
loss of identification tags. 

A soldier, treated at Jellico hos- 
pital, said the crash occurred 
“just after we finished chow,” and 
said he thought the fire started 
in the train kitchen. 

“I was in an upper berth,” he 
said, “and was almost thrown out 
when we went around a curve. 
Just a moment later she banged 
off the track.” 


Reporter Counts Dead. 
Reporter Willard Yarbrough of 
the Knoxville Journal telephoned 
his paper that he counted seven 
“dead when he climbed into the 
engine and looked out. He said 
two more dead were lying in 
the stream, running two to four 
feet deep at the scene. 


“One soldier pinned in_ the 
wreckage cried. ‘get me out of 
here or let me die right here,’” 
Yarbrough said. “Another soldier 
being carried across the stream on 
a stretcher asked his rescuers to 
let him die right there.”

Only One of Half Dozen. 


Col. Peron is believed to favor 
the composition. of Argentina’s 
differences with the Allies. This 
oversimplification has caused the 
impression in the United States 
that if Peron could be won over 
to this or that policy everything 
would be all right: This type of 
oversimplification leads to pro- 
found errurs of policy. 

Peron, as a matter of fact, is 
only one of, say, half a dozen 
“strong men” in the Argentine 
Government. He and they stay 
| strong so long as they remain 
“Nationalist” and respond to the 
consensus of the generally anti- 
Ally army officers. They fall when 
they change their views. 

Many examples prove this. 
President Castillo was overthrown 
when he chose the reputedly pro-

Col. Peron is first and foremost 
an Argentine army man. He dif- 
fers from his colleagues mainly 
in being better educated than 
most. His life is bound up in his 
profession. That profession at this 
particular moment has _ over- 
flowed into the civilian adminis-

Your correspondent is person- 
ally convinced that Argentine mili- 
tary officers are _ intellectually 
honest and sincerely believe that 
they are serving their country. 

As War Minister, Col. Peron is 
in a strong strategic position to 
keep in ‘touch with garrison com- 
manders.

But he is not 
the all-powerful *strong man” with 
whom this Government stands or 
falls.

In 1941 Von Rundstedt 
flatly refused to sign an order 
for the shooting of French host- 
ages, leaving that ugly job to Gen.

Here is a letter I have written to 
Clare Boothe Luce: 

“You are no doubt purring and glow- 
ing with conceit over your convention 
speech because you are hard, calculat- 
ing and ruthless and anti-everything 
that might cost you a cent. You never 
thought beyond the wit of your words, 
how you looked and how you could hurt 
Roosevelt. You never thought that, 
even if your lies were truths, that you 
have made millions of boys who were 
unfortunate enough to hear or read your 
epeech more unhappy, more confused 
and their lot harder to bear. 

“You, the first woman in 50 years 
asked to speak before a national con- 
vention, contaminated the very air with 
your evil waves of thought to our boys 
against this great country, against their 
Commander-in-Chief and against the 
people of these United States who elect- 
ed for three consecutive terms the man 
you condemn. He could not elect him- 
self; the people did that. Even the 
great YOU, as bewitching and clever 
as you THINK you are, cannot elect Mr.

First-Degree Murder 


The charge yesterday by the British Minister 
of Information, Brendan Bracken, that the Nazis 
are setting up “public slaughter-houses” in Eu- 
rope, appears to give shocking substantiation to 
the threat made years ago by Willi Boerger, later 
a member of the German Privy Council, that the 
day after an invasion would “see the death of 
every single Jew” under the tyranny of the Reich. 

The note of the Czechoslovak Government-in- 
Exile to Great Britain, the Soviet Union, the 
United States and eight exiled European govern- 
ments, reporting the bestial crimes of the Nazis 
upon Jewry in Poland, and urging “solemn warn- 
ings to Hitler’s Government,” documents with ex- 
tremities of agony the indictment of the Nazi 
leaders for murder in the first degree. 

Of Europe’s 6,000,000 Jews before the war, it 
had been estimated that 2,000,000 had perished 
—one out of every three. But this figure must 
now be revised sharply upward, for the Czecho- 
slovak Government-in-Exile estimates that in 
Poland alone, in the two years up to last April, 
1,500,000 to 1,750,000 Jews have been murdered: 


half the number from Poland, and half from 
Austria, Belgium, France, Germany, Greece, 
Czechoslovakia, Holland, Italy, Lithuania, Nor- 


way and Yugoslavia, 
Jews have been murdered by the Nazis in all 


those countries, and in Bulgaria, Latvia and RKo- 


mania, but of them all the Polish Black Book, 
recording the psychopathic murderousness of the 
Nazi barbarians, is the blackest. In Hungary, 
the Minister of the Interior has just announced 
his puppet government’s intention to “liquidate” 
the million Jews left in that country. Already, 
it is reported, 400,000 of them have been killed 
or sent to the slaughter camps in Poland. 

Yet, is even the most inhuman criminality of 
the Nazis toward the Jews to be outdone by the 
Continental pogrom which Boerger threatened 
and which Bracken'’s words suggest may now be 
at hand? 

While these horrifying crimes are going on 
within the walls of Hitler’s prison, what can the 
outside world do? It can protest, but the Nazi 
criminals have shown that they care nothing for 
our protests and condemnation, It can provide 
refuge for those who manage to escape, yet they 
are only a pitiful few, , 

Yet more can be done, We can gird up our 
determination to press the war as rapidly as pos- 
sible, to liberate the survivorgs*within the Nazi 
walls and stop the slaughter. We can resolve 
again that the bloody-handed men responsible for 
these crimes will be brought to the bar of jus- 
tice, that none of the guilty shall escape, no mat- 
ter where they seek refuge. 

These will not be trials for war guilt, but for 
first-degree murder. The world cannot call it- 
self civilized unless men who have killed non- 
combatants, calculatingly and cold-bloodedly, are 
made to pay for their ghastly crimes. 
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Ave, Coat. Hangers!

Which Way Willkie? 

Of all questions in the forthcoming presiden- 
tial campaign, none is so fascinating as the po- 
sition of Wendell Willkie, who made it abundant- 
ly clear before the convention that he had Lttle 
confidence in the men who were later nominated, 
and made it clear during the convention that he 
mistrusted the party’s international policy. 

What will his course be? If Gov. Dewey, who 
has just made a gesture in Willkie’s direction, 
by asking Sinclair Weeks, a Willkieite, to confer 
with him, announces policies in close harmony 
with -his views, the question answers itself. He 
will lead a considerable segment of independents 
and progressive Republicans into the Dewey 
camp. If Dewey temporizes with or repudiates 
these views, several alternative courses are open 
to Willkie. 

Iie could support. President Roosevelt. For a 
man who wag attacking the President with all 
his strength in 1940, that course would be exceed- 
ingly difficult, and subject to the inference that 
he thirsted for revenge on an ungrateful Repub- 
lican party. -It could easily do more harm than 
good. 

He might go before the public as a people's 
advocate, laying his blows and praises on both 
candidates according to their deserts ag one sees 
them—much as an independent newspaper does, 
With the new skill, dignity, knowledge and large- 
ness of purpose he has gained since his bulldog

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Battle of the Flying Bombs 

The gravity of the flying-bomb assault upon 
London, which the Nazis are sending over from 
the French coast, has been under-estimated in the 
United States, and there was no way in which it 
could have been otherwise, for it was under-esti- 
mated in all the news accounts reaching this 
country from England. Prime Minister Church- 
ill'’s address to Commons yesterday disclosed the 
true seriousness of the attack for the first time. 

We now learn that, far from being merely a 
nulsgance attack, from being no more than a prop- 
aganda stunt to lift morale on the German home 
front, from being only a fantastic oddity, the 
Battle of the Flying Bombs is an important phase 
of the war. 

The toll of 2752 killed and some 8000 injured 
and hospitalized thus far in the fortnight of al- 
tack is not inconsiderable, but perhaps one of 
the most effective results of the flying bomb is, 
in the light of Mr, Churchill's report, its disrup- 
tion of life in London round the clock, The un- 
remitting nature of the assault must make it 
more trying, in a way, than the far heavier war 
from the skies waged entirely at night, which 
the Nazis brought to the British capital in 1940, 

Having said that the attack must not be un- 
derrated, Mr. Churchill added that it must not 
be exaggerated, and one of the best guide marks 
he put down to denote the outer limits of gravity 
was his statement that while children will be 
evacuated from. London if their parents wish, 
“we do not consider the scale of the attack... 
justifies Government compulsion ,. .” 

The Churchill Government has evidently made 
heroic efforts for the last 10 months against 
the flying-bomb assault to come, and has both 
retarded its launching and reduced its volume, 
Ag the Prime Minister uses words quite precisely, 
a tremendous accomplishment. must be reflected 
in a single word when he said that if it had not 
been for their counter-preventive measures, the 
scale of the present attack would be “vastly” 
greater, 

Our allies on the Island of England, and our 
soldiers there, are under subjection to still an- 
other heavy trial—there can be no mistake now 
about that. But they must be as one with Mr. 
Churchill, that the force of the invasion cannot 
be allowed to suffer because of it—that even be- 
fore defense, offense must come. ‘They must take 
heart in these words from old Stoutheart himself: 
that, to oppose the flying-bomb attack, the Gov- 
ernment is doing “everything in human power, 
and we have never failed yet.”

is more, he is not a Fascist. 
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Compromise on Committee Secrecy 

While the Constitutional Convention hag struck 
a weighty blow at the ancient legislative prac- 
tice of smothering bills to death in committee, 
it has missed a fine opportunity to move for 


full elimination of another highly undesirable ° 


practice—committee secrecy. 

Under the measure approved yesterday, it will 
no longer be possible for hostile but craven com- 
mittees to hold up meritorious bills indefinitely 
by refusing to report them out. The provision 
requires all billg to be reported within 30 legis- 
lative days after the final date for introducing 
legislation. This would strip committee chair- 
men of an undue power which they have often 
used against the public interest. 

While the convention was approving this con- 
structive step, why did it not go all the way by 
accepting a measure to put a complete end to 
the committee secrecy which time and again is 
wm smoke screen for the murder of sound bills? 
True, it did approve a proposal for a record of 
the vote on bills reported out, and this will do 
much to bring committee action into the open. 
But the proposal calls for no record vote on 
amendments, and these can be utilized to do de- 
structive work, with no opportunity for the pub- 
lic to identify guilty committee members. 

There is still time for the convention to re- 
consider. This is a long-needed reform, The 
public should put its foot down against compro- 
mise and demand complete abolition of commit- 
tee secrecy.

A Theory on the De Gaulle Mystery 


Britain and France formed alliance to monopolize colonial trade, 

| age 96% and “maintain commercial integrity against rest of world”; this is 
Public O allies still alive but now in abeyance; writer surmises this may help ex- 
plain why London is warm but Washington cool to French leader.

There is a chapter in the relations of 
Britain, France and the United States 
which has curiously escaped public atten- 
tion. It may or may not have a bearing on 
the obvious disharmony between the atti- 
tude of the British and Americans toward 
Gen. De Gaulle. For whatever significance 
it may have, here is the story: 


In November, 1939, the Supreme War 
Council, composed of French and British 
representatives, decided on joint importa- 
tion programs to avoid competition in pur- 
chases. They laid the groundwork for close 
economic co-operation between Britain and 
France after the war. 

This aspect of the council's work was 
stressed by the London Economist, which 
inquired why there should not be an Anglo- 
French customs union, It asked why France 
and Britain should not reap the benefits of 
a “joint assumption of trusteeship” for the 
colonial empires of the two countries, 
“which adjoin in every continent.” 


Plan to Dominate World 


That was only the beginning of what 
began to unfold as a most ambitious plan 
for postwar world domination. In Decem- 
ber, 1959, Sir John Simon hailed as “new 
proof of the close co-operation between 


France and ourselves,” an Anglo-French 
agreement for financial co-operation which 
had been announced in the House of Com- 
mons by the Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


By the terms of that financial agreement, 
which pegged the exchange rate of francs 
and pounds sterling, neither France nor 
Britain would have to export gold nor yield 
up their foreign assets to each other, In 
arte the foreign assets of the two coun- 

ries were to be pooled, Neither country 
was to impose fresh restrictions on imports 
from one to the other. Moreover, they were 
to maintain contact with each other in 
their policy on prices. 


The Co-operation Progresses 


As the Economist took pains to point 
out, although the two countries “possibly” 
did not realize it, they would thenceforth 
have to pursue the same economic policy. 

By February, 1940, the Anglo-French co- 
operation had progressed. It was, in the 
opinion of London’s financial organ, not 
merely to aid in the military domination 
of Europe’s balance of power, but “to main- 
tain our commercial integrity against the 
rest of the world by virtue of our combined 
economic strength ... and then, having 
accepted the whole responsibility for a new 
order in Europe, to make it clear to well- 


meaning and ill-meaning outsiders alike 
that we have set our minds and our arms 
to order it as we think right: along those 
lines, and along those lines alone, must be 
the scope and breadth of Allied war aims 
if the French are to consider their sacri- 
fices finally justified.” 

This was all in that relatively happy 
dream-age before France fell. By March, 
1940, Reynaud was praised for having eco- 
nomic Hberalism rather than economic na- 
tionalism for his goal. “Economic liberal- 
ism” meant that the Franco-British entente 
would emerge as the nucleus for other na- 
tions to join for the revival of international 
commerce, and the “true solution” to diffi- 
culties was to be found in the immediate 
lowering of trade barriers between France 
and Britain, 


A Reference to Argentina 


Also in March, 1940, there occurred dis- 
cussions between members of the Federa- 
tion of British Industries and of the Con- 
federation Generale du Patronat Francais. 
These discussions yielded more fruit from 
the tree of Anglo-French industrial col- 
laboration, It was agreed to foster trade 
between Britain and France, to restrict im- 
ports from other countries, to eliminate 
competition in the purcaase of materials, 
to assist each other in export trade. A per- 
manent Anglo-French industrial council 
was to implement this policy. 


Just how this entente worked may be in- 
dicated by a passing reference to Argentina. 
Karly in 1940, in exchange for Britain and 
French purchases of Argentine meat, grain, 
wool, hides and other products, Argentina 
was reported to be maintaining British and 
French imports on as high a level as pos- 
sible. At the same time, Argentina was 
granting few import permits except for 
goods of British and French origin. 


In the same item reporting this develop- 
ment, the Economist noted, without any 
show of regret, that negotiations for a 
United States-Argentine trade agreement 
had ended in failure owing to Argentina’s 
unwillingness to accept the system of im- 
port quotas of linseed, canned meat and 
other products, proposed by the United 
States. , 

The Anglo-French entente has never been 
abrogated, Only lately, the president of 
the French Chamber of Commerce in Lon- 
don, as reported in the London Times, was 
urging its advantages. 

Perhaps this situation might furnish a 
clew to some of the wider issues behind 
the Anglo-American deadlock on De Gaulle.

Peace Plan Is Long on History 
And Lacking in Speci fic Detail 


“The Great Decision,” by J games YY Shotwell, (Mac 
mililan Co., New York.) 

We naturally look to historians for the 
documentation necessary to prove which 
kind of peace is durable, and which is not. 
History provides patterns of earlier wars 
and earlier peace treaties that, when ex- 
amined carefully and with a view to all 
changed circumstances, should be the les- 
sons out of which final peace can be built. 

“Our victory over the Axis can be made 
a victory over war itself, if we bring to 
the support of peace the same kind of real- 
istic strategy which we devote to war.” 
This is the thesis on which Prof. Shotwell 
embarks, He is remembered as a member 
of the preparatory committee for the 
World War I huddle that culminated in 
Versailles, and (if one may be pardoned for 
reminding him) in World War II. He has 
been the backbone of the Columbia Uni- 
versity history faculty for 44 years, 

. >. . 


Total disarmament is impossible, and any 
talk of using it in the immediate postwar 
world is .nonsense. History is gloomy 
about the success of disarmament, but 
Shotwell maintains a “progressive scheme 
of arms reduction” is possible, and that 
gradual development of an international 
police force will greatly facilitate the job. 

In the Geneva pattern, he lays down ju- 
dicial procedure for settlement of all dis- 
putes, and logically proposes that the first 
crime in the new international law book 
be that of “aggressive war.” 

Isolated nations have, he goes on, de- 
veloped systems of equality and security 
more efficiently than those not protected 
by oceans, mountains and other natural 
barriers. Isolation has caused these na- 
tions (with an exception he fails to point 
up: Russia) to lose interest in the security 
of nations not so isolated. His analyses 
of the roles of Russia and China are good, 
but deplorably incomplete. 


The author has tried to place before us 
materials from the grist of history from 
which to make “the great decision”— 
whether this war can be made the vehicle 
for final peace, or whether World War Lil 
is necessary. 

It is with regret that this reviewer must 
follow a word of praise for the author's 
scholarship with the comment that in all 
the book's 268 pages, it still lacks, as do 
most of the current books on the peace, 
the tangible outlines of a working peace. 
This time, a book on the peace has includ- 
ed a little too much history. 

Shotwell is the epitome of caution, and 
his thinking apparently has not progressed 
much beyond what it was when he was a 
technical adviser to the makers of Ver- 
sailles. Shotwell, like many others, has 
failed to include enough specific direction 
in talking of peace. Even the idealism with 
which he tempers his prevailing pessimism 
is too soft. Historians have a horror of 
idealism, yet this reviewer feels there 
never was so much idealism required as 
in the making of the brave new world we 
have wanted so long.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 7.— 
Proposals designed to curtail the 
arbitrary control exercised by 
committees of the General Assem- 
bly over legislation and to mini- 
mize committee secrecy by requir- 
ing a public record of the votes 
of members on bills reported, were 
approved yesterday by the Consti- 
tutional Convention over the oppo- 
sition of former-legislator dele- 
gates. 

While the convention adopted a 
provision preventing committees 
from killing meritorious bills by 
refusing to report them for action 
by the Legislature, it accepted a 
half-way measure in dealing with 
the problems of committee secrecy. 

Compromising on the secrecy is- 
sue, the convention failed to abol- 
ish the practice of secret commit- 
tee meetings, but voted to require 
a record of the votes of committee 
members on bills reported to the 
Legislature, This will be helpful, 
in many instances, in permitting

convention failed to require also a 
complete record of committee pro- 
ceedings on bills, the way was left 
open for concealment of the actual 
votes on important questions. 


For instance, a meritorious bill 
pending before a committee may 
be amended in such a way as to 
make the bill worthless or unde- 
sirable. If there is no record of 
the votes on amendments, the final 
vote on a bill would be of no 
value in recording the actual atti- 
tude of committee members. 


Open Session Plan Beaten. 


The Committee on the Legisla- 
tive Department, recognizing this 
possibility, recommended that 
public records of all committee 
proceedings as well as votes be 
kept. After lengthy debate, the 
convention decided that the only 
record of committee proceedings 
that should be made are those 
specified by the Legislature. 

It is unlikely that the Legisla- 
ture will adopt rules requiring a 
complete public record of commit- 
tee proceedings, in view of its rec- 
ord of consistently defeating all 
attempts to amend the rules to 
abolish committee secrecy. 

Delegate John T. Opie of Kan- 
sas City proposed an amendment 
requiring that all committee meet- 
ings be open to the public, elim- 
inating star chamber proceedings, 
but the convention defeated the 
amendment and in effect voted 
for continuance of the system of 
executive or closed sessions when 
committees are considering bills. 

It has been a common occur- 
rence in the Legislature for com- 
mittees to kill bills by merely 
holding them throughout the ses- 
sion. Only rarely has either house 
of the General Assembly forced a 
committee to report a bill it has 
been holding. 

Limits Holding of Bills. 

To prevent the defeat of legis- 
lation by this indirect method, 
the convention voted to require 
committees to report all bills 
within 30 legislative days after 
the final date for the introduction 
of legislation, which was fixed 
at 60 legislative days after con- 
vening of the General Assembly. 

In the event a committee fails 
to report the bills, they will auto- 
matically be placed on the calen- 
dar for action and be considered 
as having been reported without 
recommendation. A committee 
may hold a bill beyond the 90-day 
period only on approval of a ma- 
jority of the elected members of 
the house in which it is pending. 

The convention defeated a pro- 
posal calling for annual regular 
sessions of the Legislature instead 
of biennial meetings. It was pro- 
posed by Delegate Meredith Garten 
of Pierce City, who contended the 
state’s business was so complex 
that the General Assembly could 
not adequately consider all its 
needs in a single session every 
two years. It was pointed out, 
however, that’ the Legislature 
could remain in session through- 
out its two-year term, adjourning 
from time to time after its regular 
session, if it considered it neces- 
sary. 


USE OF WATER HERE IN JUNE 
HEAVIEST IN RECENT YEARS 


The use of water during June 
reached the highest figures in re- 
cent years, Director of Public 
Utilities Thomas J. Skinner an- 
nounced yesterday. St. Louisans 
used 5,031,216,800 gallons during 
the month, an average daily con- 
sumption of 167,707,227 gallons. 
Water consumption during June, 
1943, was 4,615,450,500 gallons, a 
daily average of 153,848,350 gal- 
lons. 

Maximum use of water last 
month occurred on June 28 when 
193,159,800 gallons were drawn 
from the city’s maing, or about 
200 gallons a person. This com- 
pares with 167,815,000 gallons 
drawn oOn»June 25, 1943, the high- 
est figure attained during the 
same month of the previous year.

John W. Bricker,. vice- 
presidential nominee, announced 
in Columbus he would meet 
Dewey in New York after a week’s 
vacation in Canada, which begins 
today.

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The New Films

Not Very Good Maugham 


HERE are no very good new movies In town this week. 
T Most interesting of the lot may be “CHRISTMAS HOLI- 
DAY,” at the AMBASSADOR, from a story by Somerset 
Maugham, 


In a departure from their usual types of story, 

Gene Kelly and Deanna Durbin are starred as 

a murderer and his wife who finds out about 

him, Some of Maugham’s considerable talents 

for creating complex situations and indicating the 

tragedy that often lies just beneath the skin 

of humdrum everyday human exteriors comes out 

very well in the picture. It is fascinating to see 

how Maugham goes about making a significant something of 
the simple act of a girl placing her future in the hands of a 
man of whom she knows, as is said, “nothing” except that he’s 
charming, good company, and the guy she loves, It could be 
_ fascinating to see what happens next, when (1) the girl dis- 
covers the murderer burning the evidence against him, (2) 
listens to his plea to her to “have faith” in him and knows him 
to be a “liar,” and (3) watches a jury of his peers find him 
guilty, and discovers that the verdict “guilty” is her verdict also, 

Unfortunately, however, the film loses fascination early 
and never quite regains it. The chief reason for the picture's 
failure, it seems to this reviewer, is that the picture’s makers 
were more interested in a vehicle for Miss Durbin with which 
to launch the erstwhile kid and young-girl star in dramatic 
parts than in Maugham and what he had to say. 

Deanna’'s pudgy and girlish appearance made her hardly be- 
lievable in the role to begin with. Her too-limited experience 
required her to rely too heavily on such props as (a) an 
angelic expression, (b) a wise expression, and (c) eyes filled 
with tears. In addition to the respectable wife, she played a 
night club singer. 

Kelly did fairly well, but suffered from the fact that the 
studio had “sweetened” up his part. Gale Sondergaard, as 
Kelly's mother, turned in a fine job as a lady of breeding 
who would stop at nothing, nevertheless, to defend her own, 
right or wrong. Others in the cust were Richard Whorf, David 
Bruce and Gladys George. 


Are Gangster Films Back? 


“ROGER TOUHY, GANGSTER,” the top picture at the 
MISSOURI, is based on the life, as the title states flatly, of 
Roger Touhy, the gangster who came into public prominence 

in the early thirties. Touhy, as the picture shows, 
led a shooting life of ease until he got put away 
for 99 years on conviction of a kidnaping charge. 
The picture opens in a blaze of guns, takes in 
a few killings, a few sluggings, the aforemen- 
tioned kidnaping, a certain amount of tough, 
dated (the temptation is to say “predated”) talk, 
an escape of the Touhy mob from Joliet, and 
ends up with the mob’s recapture. 

Playing the part of Touhy is Pyeston Foster. Owl Bang- 
hart, Touhy’s lieutenant, is done in a persisting British ac- 
cent by Victor McLaglen. A large cast includes Lois Andrews, 
Kent Taylor (as an FBI man)® Anthony Quinn, Moroni Olsen 
and Trudy Marshall, There's a news-reel-style sequence in 
the picture showing a governor of Illinois predicting that the 
criminals will not get away for long. You learn that Touhy 
(like Hitler?) believed in astrology, and that his last reading 
predicted that his “future is assured,” which, once he was re- 
turned to prison, it of course was. 

Still, one wonders, in conclusion, why the film was made. 
Given a tremendous buildup prior to its showing by its studio, 
which predicted it would take its place among “the great 
gangster films of all time,” the film simply begins, proceeds, 
and ends. Nothing new is shed on the subject, nothing very 
exciting is done with the material on hand. Would you call this 
a historical film and let it go at that? 


In Which a Star Is Born 

For his first starring picture, Jack Carson, in “MAKE 
YOUR OWN BED,” at the FOX, was given a story so un- 
ashamedly corny it may become boxoffice as a sheer tribute 

to its unadulterated impudence. 
The title, misleading enough to be part of 
the corn, has nothing to do with the picture, 
(}} which is really about detectives, gunpowder 
il manufacturers, ham actors, Nazi agents, espio- 
nage, murder (in every sense of the word), and 
problems connected with having household servants in a time 
of war. 

With Carson, who plays the detective, is Jane Wyman, 
as his assistant, Irene Manning, Alan Hale, George Tobias, 
Robert Shayne, Tala Birell, Kurt Katch, and others. The re- 
turn, in “Make Your Own Bed,” to pictures of Ricardo Cortez, 
still as slick and villainous as ever, is a welcome surprise. 

The gags include a scene between Carson and Tobias, in 
which Tobias is not supposed to know that Carson is behind 
this curtain. Tobias, smoking a cigar, holds it at arm’s length 
and looks for a tray into which to drop the ashes, Carson, un- 
seen by Tobias, holds a tray out from behind the curtain. 
Tobias flicks the ashes. 

Watching all this, you laugh out loud and curse under 
your breath at the same time. If this were New Year’s, you 
know what kind of vows, dealing with a major West Coast 
industry, you’d be making.

Caring for Tomato Plants 


é6 CAN’T find the bug, but 
| - something's certainly eat- 
ing the flowers on my to- 
mato plants!” “Why are they 
dropping off; it never happened 
in my garden before?” The ques- 
tions are pouring in from back- 
yard farmers all around town. 
And out in the county the produce 
growers are shaking their heads 
over the situation and wishing the 
weather would change, They know 
it isn’t insect sabotage or wrong 
cultural methods. What we need 
is dry, clear sunny mornings, s0 
that the pollen can dry and ripen 
properly. Then the flowers can 
be properly fertilized. 

Look at the slender stem which 
holds the flower clusters. Just 
about a quarter of an inch. back 
from the flowers you can see it 
begin to turn “squarish” rather 
than plump and round, Touch the 
flower ever so lightly and the 
stem breaks just at that point and 
the flower drops to the ground. 
Why? Well, the flower was un- 
fertilized and the plant discards it. 

The weather is the primary 
fault. It isn’t any disease, bug 
or fundamental mistake in grow- 
ing or feeding the plants. But 
weather isn’t the whole answer. 
The experts are stumped when it 
comes to an absolute’ reason, 
Luckily, though, they can help 
you do something about it. For 
just a few cents, you can buy a 
small packet of “Fruitone” at any 
of the seed stores. It ig a product 
developed especially for’ the 
orchardists to prolong the § fer- 
tilization time of the fruit blos- 
soms. 

Results prove that it doesn’t 
work miracles but it certainly 
helps tremendously. It has been 
tried also on bush and pole beans 


that aren’t setting properly and 
gives good results. Try it on your 
cucumbers also, if they aren't set- 
ting fruit as you could expect 
from the size of the vines and the 
number of flowers. 

Don’t be the kind that thinks 
if a teaspoonful does pretty well, 
a triple dose will do marvelously. 
Follow the directions on the pack- 
et exactly. They are the result of 
experimentation for proper dosage. 
If you haven't, from prewar days, 
a real garden sprayer don’t try to 
use the “Filit” variety of sprayer 
for the Bruitone. It doesn’t make 
a fine enough mist. Best of all, 
anyhow, for our size gardens is 
an atomizer. You know, the kind 
you use for ear, nose and throat, 
or that perfume atomizer on your 
wife's dresser. 

There's another way of pollinat- 
ing artificially that is so aimple 
it almost sounds silly, Use a lit- 
tle. paint brush like youngsters 
have for water colors and gently 
push it up into the golden yellow 
tomato flowers. The hairs of the 
dry brush will pick up the pollen 
and as you push it into one flow- 
er after another, you will cross 
pollinate and fertilize each one. 
I've seen tomato plants that had 
been dropping their flowers, set 
fruit all the way up the stake 
with this treatment, 

Of course it takes a good deal 
of food and moisture in the soil 
to produce a lot of tomatoes on 
the vine. That means a good thor- 
ough soil soaking every seven to 
10 days in dry weather and a 
good meal of balanced plant food 
(Victory Garden Fertilizer) every 
four to six weeks. Mulching is 
always a help, but it is an essen- 
tial where the watering can't be 
done.

RANKNESS is recommended in the following instance:

Bad Season 


For Rabies

AR affects many aspects of 
W life indirectly and apparent- 

ly remotely. Judging from 
the number of dogs that almost 
hourly go past my windows either 
in packs or in pairs or singly, 
nearly always rushing excitedly 
and apparently aimlessly along 
the street, I can understand the 
routine of life of man’s best friend 
has been seriously upset, 

Meat rationing hit him, owners 
turn their pets loose to forage 
for the food they can’t spare 
themselves and the hungry dog 
on the loose goes after rabbits, 
squirrels, chipmunks and, besides, 
they associate too much with 
each other. All this makes an 
ideal situation for the. develop- 
ment of rabies, or hydrophobia, 
and is, of course, a direct danger 
to man, especially in the summer 
months, 

I have a letter from a Pennsyl- 
vania town which prompted me 
to call attention to the matter. 

“Since a cleanup of stray dogs 
is going on, and several dogs have 
shown rabies, I suggest a dis- 
cussion of the proper treatment 
in suspected cases. Doctors do 
not seem to be alert to the danger.

“MY OWN LITTLE BOY died 

suddenly last fall. He was bitten 


by a neighbor’s St. Bernard 
through the lip. This was in June 
and the doctor aaid antirabic 


treatment was not necessary. The 
boy became suddenly sick in No- 
vember with convulsions and fever 
and died 24 hours later. I have 
since heard of another case, a 
lady who died very suddenly and 
the. Coroner said it was the result 
of a dog bite on the lip received 
six months before.” 

Rabies affects all mammals and 
cases have been reported from 
the bite of skunks, wolves, cats 
and squirrels, but the responsi- 
bility of the spread of the disease 
to man rests mainly on dogs. 
Dogs are very susceptible to in- 
fection, man very slightly sus- 
ceptible. If 10 humans are bitten 
by a provedly mad dog, and none 
of them receive immunizing treat- 
ments, only one, according to sta- 
tistics, will on the average develop 
hydrophobia, 

The virus enters through the 
bite or any break in the skin 
(there are cases where the infec- 
tion occurred in a cut on the hand 
when the owner petted a sick dog 
and the dog licked the cut on 
the hand), It travels along the 
nerve paths to the brain. That 
is why it usually takes so long 
to produce symptoms. If it trav- 
eled by blood vessels, the incuba- 
tion period would be shorter. 

x * * 

IN THE DOG, the dumb form 
of rabies occurs in only about 20 
per cent of cases. And these are 
often the more dangerous kind 
because the dog is not spotted as 
a mad dog and may be approached 
and handled when suddenly it will 
snap and the damage is done. The 
“furious” form in which the dog 
is excited and restless and finally 
becomes very agitated and goes 
on a snapping and biting spree 
occurs in 80 per cent of instances. 
Frequently, however, the two 
forms merge. 

The practical lessons are that 
any dog that changes disposition 
suddenly in hot weather is poten- 
tially dangerous. If it bites a 
human it should be chained up 
until it dies or is proved non- 
rabid. The diagnosis of rabies can 
be made: by examining the dog's 
brain, but the diagnosis is not al- 
ways easy even by experts and it 
is better to let the disease run its 
course so that the signs will be 
most evident. 

Any tite by an animal proved 
rabid should call for Pasteur in- 
oculations. While gossipy rumors 
will assert that the serum is dan- 
gerous there is no proof of this 
and the dangers of letting the case 
drift are greater. The first thing 
to be done with any dog bite is to 
sterilize or cauterize the wound 
with elcoho! or nitric acid to at- 
tempt to kill the virus at the 
source, 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

L. M.:—How does one test the 
urine for. sugar? My mother has 
diabetes and it is most inconven- 
ient to go to’a doctor from where 
I live. 

Answer: All diabetics, or a near 
relative, ahould learn how to teat 
the urine for sugar at home. It ts 
very simple, Any druggist will 
supply you with Benedict’s solu- 
tion, a test tube, an alcohol lamp 
and a medicine dropper. Put a 
teaspoonful of Benedict’s solution 
in the test tube, hold it over the 
flame of the lamp until it comes 
to a boil, then drop a few drops of 
urine into it and boil again. If 
sugar is present it will cause a 
green, yellow or red cloudy de- 
posit. If none is present the solu- 
tion will remain blue.

West led his singleton heart, and 
declarer promptly finessed to his 
own 10. East put up the king and 
returned a heart which West 
ruffed. Now, without batting an 
eye, West underled his diamond 
ace. Declarer went into a huddle 
this time, but without visible suc- 
cess. He decided to play West for 
the diamond queen and East for 
the ace, hence let the lead ride 
to the jack. East played the 
queen, chuckled outright when it 
held the trick, and gave his part- 
ner another heart ruff. West laid 
down the diamond ace to complete 
the rout. Down two! 

Declarer’s first play—his failure 
to put up the heart ace and draw 
trumps—was bad enough, but his 
refusal to go up with the diamond 
king when West led that suit was 
horrendous. The contract was pat- 
ently lost if East gained the lead 
with any diamond for another 
heart return, and there wag only 
one card East might hold to beat 
the diamond king whereas there 
were two cards, the ace and the 
queen, that would give him the 
lead if declarer played low from 
dummy.
